I  AM  directed  by  Ei'rl  Granville  to  rcciuest  that  jou  ^vill  inform  the  Earl  ol' 
Kimberley  that  the  Amcrieau  ]\[inistor  called  upon  him  to-day,  and  placed  in  his  hands 
the  inclosed  copy  of  the  Act  wiiich  has  been  passed  by  the  United  States'  Conrjress  in 
order  tc  make  the  necessary  arraui^'cments  for  carryin;^  out  the  provisions  contained  in 
Articles  XVI  [I  to  XXV  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  of  the  Treaty  of  Washington,  and 
wliich  is  to  take  eifcct  on  the  1st  of  July  next. 

The  Parliaments  of  Great  Britain  and  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  the 
Legislature  of  Prince  Edward's  Island,  having  also  passed  the  n(»c'essary  Acts,  the 
American  Minister  sugg(!sted,  for  Lord  Granvilh^'s  consideration,  that  it  might  be 
desirable  that  he  showhl  be  authorized  by  Mr.  Fish  to  sign  a  Protocol  reciting  these 
several  Acts,  with  a  (h'clarvtiou  tiiai-  the  Articles  are  to  tak(>  effect  on  the  1st  of  ,luly. 

I  am  to  recpieF,  that  you  will  inform  Lord  Kimberley  that,  if  he  concurs,  Lord 
Granville  is  disposed  to  give  his  assent  to  this  proposal.

An  Act  to  carry  into  effect  the  Provisions  of  the  TreAy  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  .signed  in  the  City  of  Washington,  the  bth  day  of  May,  1871,  relating  to  Ihr 
Fisheries. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  that  Avhenever  (lie  President  of  tlie  United  States  shall 
receive;  satisfactory  evidence  tliatr  tlu^  Imperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  the 
Parliament  of  Caiu\da,  and  the  liCgislature  of  Prince  Edward's  Island  have  passed  laws 
on  their  part  to  giv(>  full  etfcct  to  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  l?ritain  signed  at  the  city  of  "VVasliington  on  the  eighth  day  of  ^iay, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one,  as  eoutaiiied  in  Artieh's  eighteenth  to  twenty-lifth 
Inclusive,  and  Article  thirtieth  of  said  Treaty,  he  is  hereby  aiithorized  to  issue  his 
Proclamation  declaring  that  lu^  has  such  evidence,  and  thereupon,  from  the  date  of 
such  Proclamation,  and  so  long  as  the  said  Articles  einhtecnth  to  twcnty-lifth,  inclusive, 
and  Article  thirtieth  ol'  said  Treaty  shall  remain  in  force,  according  to  the  terms  and 
ccmditions  of  Article  Ihirty-thinl  of  said  Treaty,  ail  lish-oil  and  tish  of  all  kinds 
(except  fish  of  the  inland  lakes  and  of  the  rivers  tailing  into  them,  and  except  lish 
preserv(>d  in  oil),  being  the  pi'oduce  of  the  tislieries  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  or  of 
Prince  I'ldward's  Island,  sliall  be  admitted  into  the  I'nited  States  free  of  duly. 

Section  2.  'I'hat  whenever  llie  Colony  of  Newioundlaiul  siiall  give  its  consent  to 
the  application  of  tht!  stipulations  and  i)rovisions  of  the  said  Articles  eighteenth  to 
twenty-fifth  of  said  Treaty,  inclusive,  to  that  Colony,  and  the  Legislatiu'c  thereof,  .and 
the  llnperiiii  Parliameiil  shall  pass  the  necessary  laws  for  thai  pni'posc,  the  above 
cuunu'rated  urtieles,  being  the  produce  of  the  lisheries  of  the  Colony  of  Ncwfoundlaud,

shall  bo  adniittcd  into  the  United  States  free  of  duty,  from  and  after  the  date  of  a 
Proclamation  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  declariniif  that  he  has  satisfactory 
evidence  that  the  said  Colony  (>f  Nevvfoundlaiid  has  consented,  in  a  due  and  proper 
manner,  to  have  the  prnvisiuns  of  tin;  said  ArticU's  eii,'hteenth  to  twenty-tifth,  incdusive, 
of  the  said  Treaty  extended  to  it,  and  to  allow  the  United  States  the  I'ldl  benefits  of  all 
the  stipulations  therein  contained,  and  shall  ho  so  admitted  free  of  duty  so  lonji;  as  the 
said  Articles  cii^hteenth  to  twenty-lifth,  iuolusivo,  and  Article  thirtieth  of  said  Treaty, 
shall  remain  in  force,  accovdiiii-'  U)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  Article  tlm-ty-third  of 
siiid  Treaty. 

Section  [\.  Tluit  from  the  date  of  the  President's  I'roidamation  authorized  i)y  the 
lirst  Section  of  this  Act,  and  so  lon^  as  the  Articles  oi^'htceiith  to  twenty-fifth,  inclusive, 
and  Article^  tliirtietli,  of  said  Treaty,  shall  remain  in  force,  accordin!:^  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  Ailiclc  thirty-third  of  said  Treaty,  all  i,'oods,  wares,  or  merchandize 
arrivini*  at  the  ports  of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Portland,  and  any  other  [)orts  in  the 
United  States  which  have  been,  or  may  from  time  to  time  bi>,  specially  designated  by 
the  President  of  the  United  Stakes  and  destined  for  Iter  Britannic  Majesty's  possessions 
in  North  America,  may  bo  entered  at  the  i)roper  Cnstcmi-house  and  conveytnl  in  transit, 
without  the  payment  of  duties,  throui^h  the  temtoiy  of  the  United  States,  nnCivv  such 
rules,  regidalions,  and  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue  as  the  Secvotaiy  ol 
the  Treasury  may  from  time  to  time  proscribe;  and,  under  like  rules,  regulations,  and 
conditions,  iioods,  wares  or  merchandise  mav  be  convevod  in  transit,  without  the 
p-iyment  of  duties,  from  such  j)osscssions,  throu|.?h  the  torrit(»'y  of  the  United  Staffs, 
for  export  from  the  said  ports  of  the  United  States. 

Section  t.  That  from  the  date  of  th{>  President's  Proclamation,  authorized  by  the 
iirst  section  of  this  Act,  .,nd  so  lonu;  as  Arti(dos  eighteenth  to  twenty  fifth,  inclusive, 
and  Article  thirtieth,  of  said  Tn^aty,  sludl  remain  in  force,  according  to  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  Article  thirty-third  of  said  Treaty,  all  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty 
may  carry  in  British  vossi>ls,  without  ))ayment  of  duty,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise 
from  one  port  or  place  within  the  territory  of  the  Ue.itod  States,  upon  the  Saint 
Lawrence,  the  great  lak(s,  and  the  ri\'ers  connecting  the  same,  to  another  port  or  place 
within  the  territory  of  tlu^  Unit(>d  States,  as  aforesaid  :  l'rovid(>d,  that  a  portion  of  such 
trans] jortatiou  is  made  through  the  Dominion  of  Canada  by  land-carriage  and  in  bond, 
under  such  rule!-'  ar.d  rt'gulations  as  may  1  e  tigreed  upon  between  the  Government  of 
!Ier  JU'itannic  ^lajesty  and  the  Government  of  tht>  United  States:  And  provided 
turther,  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  by  Proclamatitm,  suspend  tlu 
)'ight  of  carrying  ])rovided  for  by  this  section,  in  case  tlie  Dominion  of  Canada  should 
at  any  time  deprive  the  c'tizons  of  the  United  States  of  the  use  of  tlie  canals  in  the 
said  Dominion  on  terms  of  eipiality  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Dominion,  as  provided 
in  Article  Iwenty-sovcntti  of  said  Treaty  :  And  provided  further,  that  in  case  any 
(!xport  or  other  duty  contiimcs  to  b(^  levied  after  the  sixteenth  day  of  June,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  on  lumber  or  timber  of  any  kino  cut  on  that  portion  of  the 
.\.nu'rican  territory,  in  the  State  of  Maine,  watered  by  the  River  Saint  John  and  its 
tributaries,  and  floated  down  thai  rivor  to  the  sea,  wlien  the  same  is  shipped  to  the 
United  States  from  th"  Provimie  (>l  New  Brunswick,  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  the 
Preside, it  of  the  United  States  mtP  ,  by  Proclamation,  suspend  all  rights  of  carrying 
provided  foi-  by  this  section  for  such  |)eriod  as  such  exjjort  or  other  duty  may  be  hnicd. 

Section  .j.  That  this  Act  shall  not-  tiiki'  effect  until  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  and  shall  not  apply  to  any  article  of  merciiandise  therein 
iiu^nioiujd  which  shall  be  held  in  bond  on  that  day  by  the  Customs  Officers  of  the 
United  States.

WlTEllEAS  a  Treaty  hetween  Her  Majesty  and  the  Unit(>d  Slates  of  America  was 
signed  at  "Washington  on  the  eighth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sin'c'nty-one,  and  was  duly  ratified  on  the  sev(>nt(>enth  day  of  June  in  that  year,  which, 
amongst  other  things,  contained  the  follow  ing  Article  : — 

"  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  provisions  and  stipulations  of  Articles  eighteen  to 
Iwcnly-five  of  this  Treaty,  inclusive,  shall  exteiul  to  the  Colony  of  Newtbun('.land,  so 
far  as  they  are  applicable.  J?ut  if  the  Ini])erial  Parliament,  the  Legislature  of 
NeAvfoundlaiid,  or  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  not  embrace  tiie  Colony  of 
Newfoundland  in  their  laws  enacted  for  earning  the  foregoing  Articles  into  effect,  then 
this  Article  shall  i)e  of  no  ellect ;  but  the  omission  to  make  provision  by  law  to  give  it 
etfec^t,  by  either  of  the  Legislative  Eodies  aforesaid,  shall  not  in  any  way  iin])air  any 
other  ArMcles  of  this  Treaty." 

And  wlnn-eas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  giving  effect  as  regards  tlie  Island  of 
Newroimdland  and  its  dependencies,  to  said  Articles  eighteen  to  tAventy-five  of  said 
Treaty,  inclusive,  so  far  as  they  are  apjiliiiable  to  this  Colony  : 

I5e  it  therefore  euiictcd,  hy  the  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  in 
Legislative  Session  convened,  as  follows  : — 

1.  As  soon  as  the  law  required  to  carry  into  operation,  on  the  i)art  of  i\\v  United 
vStates  of  America,  th(>  Artich's  set  out  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  has  lieeu  passed  by 
th(>  Congi'e>is  ol  the  United  Stati's,  and  come  into  force,  all  laws  of  tiiis  Colony  which 
oj)erate  to  prev(>nt  the  said  Articles  from  taking  full  ellect  shall,  so  far  as  they  so 
operate,  be  suspended  and  have  no  ellect  durinu' the  period  mentioned  in  the  Article 
numbered  thirty-lhree  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act:  Provided  that  such  laws,  rules,  and 
regulatioi  s  relating  to  the  time  and  manner  of  ]irosecnting  the  fisheries  on  the  coast  of 
this  island  shall  not  be  in  any  uay  all'eeted  by  such  suspension, 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council,  by  any  order  or  orders  to  be  made  for  that  purpose, 
may  do  anything  further  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and  intcMition  (»f  the  Treaty, 
which  shall  he  Idund  necessiu'y  to  be  d(me  on  the  ])art  of  this  Island,  to  give  full  effect 
lo  th»>  Treaty,  and  any  such  order  shall  have  the  same  ell(<ct  as  if  the  object  thereof  were 
expressly  provided  for  by  this  Act. 

3.  This  vVct  shall  not  come  in  force  until  ller  Majesty's  assent  thtjroto  shall  have 
been  given,  and  until  the  issuing  of  a  Proclamation  under  provisions  ol'  section  two  of 
the  Act  of  the  imj)erial  Parliament,  entitled  "The  Treaty  of  Washington  Act,  one 
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thousand  eight  liundrcd  and  seventy-two,"  and  shall  remain  in  force  during  the  term  of 
years  mentioned  in  Article  thirty-three  in  the  iSchedule  to  this  Act. 


ScilEDULK. 

Articles  of  the  Treaty  of  Washington  of  the  Hth  of  Mat/,  1871,  which  are  referred  to  in  the 

foregoing  Act. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  High  Contracting  Parties  that,  in  addition  to  the  liberty 
secured  to  the  United  States'  fishermen  by  the  Convention  between  Gnuit  Britain  and 
the  United  States,  signed  at  London  on  the  twentieth  day  of  October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  of  taking,  curing,  and  drying  fish  on  certain  coasts  of  the 
British  North  American  Colonies  therein  defined,  tlu'  inhabitants  of  the  United  States 
shall  have,  in  common  with  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the  liberty,  for  the 
term  of  y(>ars  mentioned  in  Article  Thirty-three  of  this  Treaty,  to  take  tish  of  every 
kind,  except  shell-fish,  on  the  sea-coasts  and  shores,  and  in  the  bays,  harbours,  and 
creeks  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  and  New  Jirunswick,  and  the  Colony 
of  Prince  Edward's  Island,  and  of  tb.e  several  islands  thereunto  adjacent,  witliout  lieing 
restri(!te(l  to  aay  distance  from  the  shore,  with  jiermissiou  to  land  upon  the  said  eoiusts 
and  shores  and  islands,  and  also  ujion  liu;  ^Magdalen  Islands,  for  the  purpose  of  drying 
their  nets  and  curing  their  fish  :  Provided  that,  in  so  doing,  they  do  not  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  private  property,  or  with  British  tisherinen,  in  the  peaceable  use  of  any 
part  of  tlu>  said  coasts  in  tlunr  occupancy  for  the  same  purpose. 

it  is  understood  that  the  above-mentioned  liberty  applies  solely  to  the  sea  fishery, 
and  that  tlie  salmon  and  sha<l  ii;  cries,  and  all  other  tisheries  in  rivers  and  the  mouths 
of  rivers,  are  hereby  reserved  exclusively  for  British  fishermen. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  High  Contracting  Parties  that  British  subjects,  shall  have,  in 
common  \\ith  the  citizens  of  the  Unite(l  States,  the  lilierty,  for  the  terms  of  y(>ai's 
mentioned  in  Article  Thirty-three  of  this  'freaty,  to  take  fish  of  every  kind,  except 
shell-fish,  on  the  eastern  sea-coasts  and  shores  (jf  the  United  States  north  of  the  thirty- 
ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  several  islands  thereunto 
adjacent,  and  in  the  bays,  harbours,  and  creeks  of  tb(>  said  sea-coasts  and  shores  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  said  islands,  without  being  restricted  to  any  distance  from  the 
shore,  with  permission  to  land  upon  the  said  coasts  of  the  L^nited  States  and  of 
the  islands  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  drying  their  nets  and  curing  their  fish : 
Provided  that,  in  so  doing,  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private  propiuly,  or 
with  the  fishermen  of  the  United  States,  in  the  peaceable  use  of  any  part  of  the  said 
coasts  in  their  occupancy  for  the  same  pur])ose. 

It  is  understood  that  the  above-mentioned  liberty  applies  soh'ly  to  the  sea-fishery, 
and  that  salmon  and  shad  tisheries,  and  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and  mouths  of 
rivers  are  hereby  reserved  exclusively  tor  fishermen  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

It  is  agreed  that  the  places  designated  by  the  Commissioners  appointed  utuler  the 
first  Article  of  the  Treaty  between  (Ireat  Britain  and  the  United  States,  concluded  at 
Washington  on  the  lifth  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  upon  the 
coasts  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  and  the  United  States,  as  places  reserved 
from  the  common  right  of  fishing  undiu-  that  Treaty,  shall  be  regarded  as  in  like 
manner  reserved  from  the  common  right  of  fishing  under  the  preceding  Articles.  In  case 
any  question  should  arise  lictween  the  Governments  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  of 
the  United  States  as  to  the  common  right  of  fishing  in  places  not  thus  designated  as 
reserved,  it  is  agreed  that  a  Commission  shall  be  apjiointed  to  designate  such  places, 
and  shall  be  constituted  in  the  same  manner,  and  have  the  same  powers,  duties,  and 
authority  as  the  Commission  appointed  under  the  said  first  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  the 
fifth  of  J  une,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four. 
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ARTICLE  XXI. 

It  is  as^recd  that,  ibr  the  term  of  years  incutioiipd  iu  Article  Thirty-three  of  this 
Treaty,  lish-oil  aiul  tish  of  all  kinds  (expect  lish  of  the  niland  lakes,  and  of  the  rivers 
falling  into  them,  and  except  fish  preserved  in  oil),  heiui,'tlie  produce  of  the  fisheries  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  of  Prince  Edwards  Island,  or  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  admitted  into  each  country.  resp(>ctively,  free  of  duty. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

Inasnuicli  as  it  is  asserted  b}  th(>  Government  of  Her  Rritaimic  ^Majesty  that  the 
privilei^es  accorded  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  under  Article  Eij^hteen  of  this 
Treaty  are  of  i,'reater  value  than  those  accorded  by  Articles  Nineteen  and  Twenty-one 
of  this  Treaty  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britaimic  ^Majesty,  and  this  assertion  is  not 
admitted  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States;  it  is  further  a-ijrced  that  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  appointed  to  determines  bavin;,'  retjard  to  the  ])rivile^'es  accorded  by  the 
United  States  to  the  subjects  of  Tier  Britannic  Alajt-sty,  as  stated  in  Articles  Nineteen 
and  Twenty-one  of  this  'IVeaty,  the  anoimt  of  any  compensation  which,  in  their  opiniim, 
oup;ht  to  be  paid  hy  the  (JoA-enmient  of  the  United  States  to  the  Goverimient  of  Her 
Rritannie  ilajesty  in  return  for  the  privilei^es  accorded  to  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  under  Article  Ei<^hte(>n  of  this  Treaty;  and  that  any  sum  of  money  which  the 
said  Commissioners  may  so  aAvard  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States'  Government,  in  a 
gros.i  simi  within  twelve  montiis  after  such  award  shall  have  been  a;iven. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

The  Commissioners  refen-ed  to  in  the  precediu!:?  Article  shall  be  appointdd  in  the 
followinEf  manner,  that  is  to  say:  One  Commissioner  shall  be  named  by  Iter  Britannic 
Majesty,  one  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  a  third  by  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  and  the;  President  of  the  United  States  conjointly;  and  in  v-ase  the  third 
Commissioner  shall  not  have  been  so  named  within  a  period  of  three  months  from  the 
date  when  this  Article  shall  take  efl'ect,  then  the  third  Commissioner  shall  be  named  by 
the  Representative  at  London  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Austria  and  King  of 
Hungary.  In  (!aso  of  the  death,  absence,  or  incapacity  of  any  Commissioner,  or  in 
the  event  of  any  Commissioner  oiTutting  or  ceasing  to  act,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  making  the  original  appointment,  the  period  of 
three  months  in  case  of  such  substitution  being  calculated  from  th(!  date  of  the 
happening  of  the  vacancy. 

The  Commissioners  so  named  shall  meet  in  the  City  of  Halifax,  in  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia,  at  the  earliest  convenient  period  after  they  have  been  respectively  named, 
and  shall,  before  proceeding  to  any  business,  mak(>  and  subscribe  a  solemn  declaration 
that  they  will  imjiartially  and  carefully  examine  and  decide  the  matters  referred  to  them 
to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and  according  to  justice  and  equity ;  and  such 
declaration  shall  Ix;  entered  on  the  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  also  name  one  person  to  attend  the 
Commission  as  its  Agent,  to  represent  it  generally  in  all  matte'rs  connected  with  the 
Commission. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

The  ))roceedings  shall  be  conducted  in  such  order  as  the  Commissioners  appointed 
under  Articles  T\venty-t\vo  and  Twenty-three  of  this  Treaty  shall  determin<\  They 
sliall  be  bound  to  receive  such  oral  or  written  testimony  as  either  Gov(>rnment  may 
present.  If  either  Party  shall  offer  oral  testimony,  th«'  other  Party  shall  have  the 
right  of  cross-examination,  under  such  rules  as  tlu'  Commissioners  shall  prescribe. 

If  ill  the  case  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  either  Party  shall  have  specified  or 
alluded  to  any  Report  or  document  in  his  own  exclusive  possession,  without  annexing 
a  copy,  such  Party  shall  be  bound,  if  the  other  Party  thinks  proper  to  sipply  f*^>i'  it>  to 
furnish  (hat  Party  Avith  a  copy  thereof;  and  «.'ither  Party  may  call  upon  the  other, 
through  the  Commissioners,  to  produce  the  originals  or  certified  (!0])ies  of  any  paj)ei's 
adduced  as  evidence,  giving  in  each  instance  such  reasonable  iioticc  as  the  C<mi- 
mi.ssion(Ts  may  require. 

The  case  on  either  side  sliall  be  closed  within  a  period  of  six  mouths  from  the 
date  of  the  organization  of  the  Commission,  and  the  Commissioners  .shall  bo  requested 
to  give  their  award  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  The  aforesaid  period  of  six  months 
may  b(?  extended    foi'  three   months    in   case  of  a   vacaiu-y   occurring  among  the 
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Commissioners  under  the  circumstances  contemplated  in  Article  Twenty-three  of  this 
Treaty. 


ARTICLE  XXV. 
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The  Commissioners  siiall  keep  an  accurate  record  and  correct  minutes  or  i 
all  their  proceedings,  Avith  tlie  dates  thereof,  and  may  a])point  and  i-inploy  a  Sc 
aiul  any  other  necessary  ollieer  or  ofllcctx  to  a>'^ist  tlieiu  in  the  iransju-lit-f 
luisiness  which  may  come  bi>t'ore  tlioni.

This  Act  was  adopted  to  giv(;  elfeet  to  the  jn'ovisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Washington, 
1871,  so  far  as  they  a])ply  (o  this  Colony. 

The  ])roviso  contained  in  ilu;  first  siHition  has  reference  to  the  time  for  the 
prosecution  <>l' liie  Herring  Kishery  on  the  western  coast  of  the  island,  and  Ls  merely 
intended  to  plaei-  American  citizens  on  the  same  footing  with  our  own  people  in  that 
|)arti(!ular.
